Art; what the ineanlnu «*f the 
Artist; to whom may the tv on I b 
erly applied? 

We “peak of tile art of public speaking

We “peak of the builder - .- art, or archi¬ 
tecture. I-every man an architect, dla“ 
tlnctlvcly “peaklmr. who somehow I- able 
to put together -tone- or logs, brick* or 
hoards, sods or skins, so that they will 
give shelter to man or beast? And so 
shall w* -peak a- In the same breath of 
the American Indian’- wigwam, of a 
frontiersman's cabin, of certain buildings 
In W*'month and llralntree with the 
Parthenon at Athens, the Pantheon at 
pome, the Campanile at Florence, St. 
Mark - church at Venice, the new palace 
nt Vienna, the Emperor's church at Ber¬ 
lin, the Koval theatre at Paris, and West¬ 
minster Abbey «i London? 

We speak of music, of the musician's 
art, of the musician as an artist Music 
ha- to do w ith sound, sometimes harmoni¬ 
ous, sometimes discordant, sounds some¬ 
times blended like coffee sold In packages. 
But would we say that every person who 
can make a noise or sound a sound, Is a 
musical artist? Then an infant crying In 
the night, n small boy holding fast the 
cal’s tall, a young girl practicing her first 
exercises, ami a country choir trying t«> 
sing “Mid Hundred" . which, Indeed, veri- 
few city choirs can sing . are each and 
all entitled to the bluest of blue ribbons, 
are each ami all to have high up places In 
the category of saints But ti": the blue 
ribbons and saint-llke places of musics) 
artists belong to such men a- .Iohn II 
Outterson, Arthur M Raymond and .1 Her. 
mann Loud, and to auch women as Mrs 
Kva L. Baker, Mrs. Jennie B Worstcr, 
Mrs George W Baker, an I Miss Annie 
K. Loud. 

Art: wliatV Artist; who? There are 
many kinds of art, many kinds of artists. 
To speak of all, and especially to recall 
the days since “Music, heavenly maid, 
was young," would be a delight; but 
present attention must he centered on 
two Painting and painters, sculpture 
and sculptors. 

A man or woman stands before us with 
paint brush In hand; beside hint or her I- 
11 piece of canvas on which various colors 
have been spread. Or, the standing man 
or woman has chisel In one hand, a mal¬ 
let In the other, while near by is w hat was 
once a quarry block of marble, but now 
has shape peculiar to Itself The paint¬ 
ing or piece of sculpture is called a work 
of art, the brush or chisel handler Is called 
an artist. What Is art? Who is an art¬ 
ist? Is there any art, are there any art¬ 
ists In Weymouth or Braintree? 

In Weymouth and Braintree homes 
there are oil paintings, water color pic¬ 
tures, and pencil sketches which would 
easily aggregate an hundred in number. 
Also, they were painted or drawn by 
dwellers In those homes, and very ma¬ 
terially add to their adornment, even as 
they are no small part of the wealth feel¬ 
ing of their owners. But—here speak¬ 
ing most cautiously and with severe 
shrinking lest some one’s sensibilities be 
wounded,—can they be called works of 
art, and their makers artists, in the dis¬ 
tinctive sense in which these words are 
here used? 

Art; what? Singularly enough, in no 
one of a number of examined books on 
art cau there be found a definition of art; 
und yet, pages by the hundred are occu¬ 
pied with a discussion, an exaltation of 
art. Also, a number of recently con- 
suited artists (uaiiies not here given) 
when asked, “What is your definition of 
urt?" have invariably replied with a hesi¬ 
tation w hich might be taken as proof that 
artists are more modest than politicians 
Or, possibly—not to sav, more likely,— 
the hesitation Is a sort of Kdlsonlan con¬ 
fession that artists can no more define art 
than electricians can define electricity. 
And, Indeed, Is not this confession essen¬ 
tially true? Attempt to define u man, ami 
one Is Immediately plunged Into Impene¬ 
trable thickets of thought as tormenting 
ami battling as the difficulties of Balboa, 
or other man, who tried to find the re¬ 
puted fountain of eternal youth. We 
know a man when we see him, ami may

Hague, oue must be impressed with Its 
argumcul for former life, much a* one 
moved by similar arguiueut when looking 
as some of us have looked, at the corpse 
exposed in the morgue at l'aris 
Art is the reproduction ou cauvas 
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rnarbh* of life. Artists speak of 
life’’- scenes of nature with fields unten* 
nanted, with trt** whose birds an*taking 
their summer s dav “lesta,—but the term 
Is only one of comparison The fields 
must suggest s waiting for the plowman 
or for the harvester, and the trees R“ in a 
state of expectancy for the birds, while n 
pictured bouse, though nil by Its lone¬ 
some. Is to have such tokens of life as to 
convince that somebody live* there If 
the picture Is one of flowers it I* not 
alone necessary that they be so shaped, 
slr.nl and colored that even an editor 
would not mistake roses for pinks, or 
lillles for sunflowers The rather, each 
flower must have n voice, a language, a 
purpose all It* own. each l»e heard to sing 
a self-declaring song 

All this and much more Is true a* to 
pictures of men and women, portraits. 

Will one say that It Is alone necessary 
that the contour of face and form corre¬ 
spond precisely with the original, that the 
hair and eyes be of corresponding cut and 
color, and that the nose and mouth be not 
those of a Hottentot transferred to a 
t'aucasslan? Is It not also necessary 
that the man or woman tie so painted 
that we ran see him or her as living 
creature, more than ready to step down 
from the canvas, as man or woman with 
eyes of distinct revelation of character, 
with lips actually giving utterance to 
words which we Involuntarily lls»** n to 
hear? What wonder, therefore, that 
recently a member of this I’nlon Literary 
Circle, when In a Boston studio where 
real portraits are painted, was actually 
startled at what he supposed was a living 
woman close beside him, only to find that 
she w as a painted picture. The startled 
member Is still suffering from the startle. 

As with painting, so with sculpture, or 
the transference of form to marble: No 
life, no art Measurements there must 
he; also, lines curved and correlated 
with a delicacy which few can follow, 
few even recognise when pointed out, but 
somehow all must be so done that, as In 
the case of the portrait, a living man “hall 
stand before one. If the most that one 
rati say, however enthusiastically, “That 
looks like him,” the Imaged marble or 
bronze is, from true artist point of view, 
a failure. Therefore, the quickened life 
which one experiences when confronting, 
in Home, the heroic statue of Count 
favour, the statesman of some fifty years 
ago w ho so mightily helped to make pos¬ 
sible the national freedom of Italy. 
Therefore, the subtle thoughts and desire 
for closer artistic fellowship as one, in 
Florence, contemplates Michelangelo's 
statue of David In the l'lttl palace, or. I 11 
Berlin finds himself environed by the 
very modern statues of Queen Louise and 
a dozen or more other Herman notables 
w hich help to beautify the Thlcrgarten. 
Therefore, also, the aroused patriotism 
of the true American citizen, as near Bos¬ 
ton's home of the General C<nirt lie first 
looks on French’* heroic statue In bronze 
of General Hooker, and then turns with 
chastened thought to see what Stf.audens 
has done to perpetuate the memory of 
Colonel Shaw and his soldiers. Within a 
few days Harriet llosmer, whose colossal 
statue of “Zenobla In ('bains," and origi¬ 
nal, spirited statue of “Puck," together 
with her “Sleeping Fawn,” gave her such 
high rank among sculptors, has passed 
away from her nearby home at Water- 
town. her name helping the assurance 
that our Commonwealth is distinguished 
for lts artists for other men and women 
of helpful thought and work. 

Mention has thus been made of perhaps 
the supreme quality of art, a chief quali¬ 
fication of the artist,—the painting, the 
sculpture uu expression, a reflection, the 
reproduction of life. Another quality, 
qualification, has to do mainly with the 
artist himself, with his personality, grows 
out, so to speak, of w hat may bo called 
the artistic temperament. It finds Indi¬ 
cation when It is said that no two hank¬ 
ers can do business even under the same 
law In precisely the same way ; no young 
woman cau make herself equally attrac¬ 
tive to two young men, and so catches 
neither. 

In art circles It Is a well known fact 
that certain portrait painters of rare ami 
knowledge*! ability can paint the pic¬ 
tures of men, but not of women. There 
something In the virility, the strength 
and the ruggedness of a man that nj 
als to them, lays hold on their brush 
Ith Invisible but irresistible hand, and 
unites Its work to manly completion 
Hher painters can paint pictures o( 
omen, but not of men. Woman’s weak 
physical, of course, Is here meant 
touches a sympathetic chord, while na¬ 
ture’s eminent goodness In not covering 
•r sometimes beautiful face with horrid 
aid permits soul revealing countenanci 
In all its gladness; and so a life and an I 
appeal impossible lu men. In the case of j 
Ither the painter of men or the painter 
,»f women the life of the artist Is aroused 
to the utmost, lie sees what others can¬ 
not see, feels w hat others canuot feel, 
aud as an Individual paints as uo other in* 
Hvidual man can paint—paints himself 
into the picture of his subject. The art¬ 
ist Is a part of the picture; eliminate the 
artist, and the picture ceases to he a 
woik of art 

Vet another quality or art now seeks 
recognition F’irst, life; second, person, 
allty ; third, purpose. Purpose Is closely | 
allied to life, ami personality clearly lu- 
olves purpose. Ami yet, as In cel tain 
sermous the honcal wonder of the hear¬ 
ts as to what the preacher Is driving 
at, so with certain pictures. One sees 
life ami realizes personality; hut, “cul 
bono?" what good? What the picture's 
alue? Why did the alleged artist spend 
time and spread paint? What was his 
purpose? What the life or leason he 
would communicate to those who should 
see his work? U the answer in effect, 
There I* no special life or lesson *srt 
for art's sake.' he, she, painted the por- 
trailed mau or woman because so com¬ 
missioned, paiuted the landscape because 
of Its beauty or strength, painted the 
rs lie cause of their comblnstlon of 
colors, paiuted the clouds because of their 
over-allness" The auswer Is uot sultl 
clent True art has uot only life ami 
personality, but purpose Something lu 
the picture appeals to the one looklug at 
it, grips t ie heart, compels thought, ami 
stirs the sensibilities, aud all this with a 
personal, dfe compelling power True 
art fiud* uc pushes one beyoud ami 
above luferiur self 

Life, personality and purpose belong to 
art; so, also, does the fourth quality 
purity Here the matter of definition Is 
difficult, if uot daugeroua Immediately 
some purist, or impurist, is templed to 
reply theologUally sud qucstioulugly, I 
uot sin or impurity a characteristic of all 
uature—not even the heavens beiug pure 
lu the divlm sight, s characteristic of 
every heart st.d life, ami is uot the painter 
but a transmitter of uature and uisu to 
canvas or marble?

Shoe Industry. 


Condition* governing the boot and shoe 
trade v ary w Ith location. In some places 
business Is normal; in other*, above or 
below Some dealer* are reporting that 
transaction* In the better grades of foot¬ 
wear are n* good, and « ven better than at 
this time la*t year, wliieli l* certainly en¬ 
couraging III the-c dav*. That there has 
been a steady Improvement I* generally 
conceded, and the gain of la*t month Is 
fully appreciated In spite of this Im¬ 
provement, business generally I* below 
the normal standard, but ev« ryotic Is busy 
Shoe factories are well supplied with woik 
on the delayed orders for spring and sum¬ 
mer, which are now wanted In a hurry. 
Jobbers have been called on to supply the 
trade, and the inroads made on their stocks 
are supposed to be such as will send them 
to the manufacturers with good orders 
before long a* the delay means much In 
delivery and retail sale.*. 

At present the work of manufacturers 
Is to make their deliveries before Easter, 
and some are so beset with orders that 
they tell their customers that It Is Impos¬ 
sible to meet their demands for filling-in 
goods until after the holiday. Dealers 
are finding their stocks iusullicieiit to 
meet the demands and are ordering a* 
fast as possible, but they are reaping the 
fruits of delay. They delayed placing 
orders when they should; now they find it 
Impossible to overcome their lost time, 
so all the spring they will be obliged to 
fill In their stocks In small quantities, a* 
they may be able to get deliveries from 
the manfacturers. 

Much the same conditions will obtain 
in the fall, unless buyers are more opti¬ 
mistic. Manufacturers need the orders 
for heavy goods now, that they may be¬ 
gin to work on them, but the idea that 
cheaper selling prices must obtain has 
been an obsession with buyers, to such an 
extent that they have squandered valuable 
time, and now are seeing that good goods 
must alw ays command good prices. There 
is a demand for cheaper shoes, but the 
claim is made more on the probable pur¬ 
chasing power of the people, than on the 
price of hides. In some localities where 
wages have been reduced, and many per¬ 
ms in a community affected, there may 
otne demand for shoes at lower prices 
Such shoes will probably be provided, but 
the buyer will lie getting cheap shoes 
The better results will be obtained from 
the more costly shoes, and two pairs of 
good, tnadc-on-liouor shoes will outwear 
three pairs of the starvation-wages grades, 
l'overty-priced goods are poor economy in 
the end. 

The budding time of tan goods i* giv¬ 
ing way to a most elaborate blossoming 
Tans art? the best sellers everywhere; the 
demand, already exceeds the supply, and 
any wholesaler or jobber who lias been 
thoughtful euough to have a gooil stock, 
Deed not worry over the possibility of 
left-overs. The demand for tans Is ex¬ 
pected to keep on growing, as record- 
breaking sales are being reported by n- 
tailers in all parts of the country.

The large How of milk of our cows Is 
not natural but artificial, ln a state of 
nature, animals give only sulllclent milk 
to nourish their young. This Illustrates 
one of the great truths of ethics and 
physics that nature allows no wnstu. 
Calves did not make butter ami cheese, 
so nature did not provide milk for that 
purpose. Nor Is It hardly correct to say 
that this large flow is produced by breed¬ 
ing. It Is continued by breeding hut pro¬ 
duced by man's continual asking—squeez¬ 
ing—for more. It follows, that n cow’s 
flow of milk may be Increased by tills 
tender manipulation of the teats. Squeez¬ 
ing always brings Its own reward. In¬ 
complete milking decreases the flow, 
“dries up” the cow, not because milk is 
left In the udder, hut because nature soon 
learns how much Is asked for, and gives 
I no more. In milking, squeeze long, that 
j the pail may he full.—ltural New Yorker. 


Do we approve of scraping trees? asks 
a friend of ours. Certainly we do, pro¬ 
vided they need It, and one can rarely find 
an old tree that does not. Aside from the 
fact that the removal of the old bark- 
scales breaks up a refuge for various In¬ 
sects, including the woolly-aphis, the in¬ 
creased beauty of the tree repays trouble. 
There are scrapers made for the purpose; 
one of these has a triangular blade, an¬ 
other a long blade, with one flat uud an¬ 
other slightly concave edge. An old hoe 
is quite as good a tool as uny ; cut off the 
handle to about Is Inches, and do not 
grind the blade too sharp, as a cutting 
Implement Is not needed—only u scraper.
